of the body, it becomes the duty ot the

He 
held 


that 
duty to the 
living dictated 


that the bodies ot persons who died from 
contagions diseases should never be made 
the subjects of public funerals. In those 
owes the friends could go to the home 
and show thuir respect for the dead 
where there might be a abort service held. 
He mentioned that there might bean 
agreeable reform it people arranging for 
funerals were to consult tbe minister as 
to the hour, as very often when all ar- 
rangements had been made and the nun- 
iat*r notified at what hour his services 
were desired it was often very inconven- 
ient to the minister He also thought it 
would be a mark of reform it those ar- 
ranging for funerals would in all cases 
make arrangement for the music, as tbe 
minister does not own or conduct a choir, 
and the duty of furnishing the music 
should not be put upon him, as is some- 
times done. He thought Sunday funer- 
als should be avoided if possible. 


Ordinarily, he held, the funeral ser- 


vices should ba at tbe home and not at 
tbe ebuiob, as the home associations of 
the deceased made toe home the most 
appropriate place for funeral services 
He thought it would be beat not to ex- 
pose tbe face of tbe dead to the public 
where many looked upon it simply ai a 
matter of cariosity entirely devoid of 
sympathy, and above all be thought the 
formation of a procession of the congre- 
gation in the case ot a public funeral to 
march around and view the dead more a 
relic of burbsnsm than the result of en- 
lightened civilization 
Except in extra- 


ordinary cases, in his opinion, funeral 
sermons should be omitted as they could 
add nothing to the character of tbe 
dead 
All unnecessary extravagance 


should be avoided both in decorations, 
floral offerings and dress 
Funerals 


ehonld be made simple, as simple as pos- 
sible. He related a case wbereabody 
wae kept from Tuesday until Sunday to 
have a Sunday funeral 
The floral 


offerings were of the moat extravagant 
kind, the services were held in a 
church, and yet the deceased was never 
known to attend church services or con- 
tribute anything to the support of the 
church 
Monuments, too, seem to meet 


some desire of th« human heart, while as 
a matter of fact they stand for nothing, 
tbe boy passing through a cemetery no- 
ticed tbe sameness in tbe inscriptions 
"Gone to Best," Gone to Hia Home," 
"Gone Before," and so on. Turning to 
his favher he asked 
"Father, when do 


they bury tbe bad people?" The better 
and most enduring monument is to en- 
dow a bed in a hospital, a scholarship, a 
school or a library. Snob monuments 
will live, and where men are unable to do 
this, the most exalted monument of all 
may be left—a good, influential charac- 
ter 


There were many other wise thoughts 


that ought to be taken up by tbe public 
and c»«fnliy weighed, for then is a 
gnat need of "funeral reform." The re- 
form aught to lead np to the point where 
a poor man can afford to die and be 
fanned. ___________

Little Children Begging Piteously for 


Bread—The Unburied Dead May 


Leave an Awful Legacy of 


Disease to the Living. 


NEW OEI.EAKS, Oct. 9.—-The news 


from every section stricken by the 
storms makes it safe to estimate the 
loss of life at fully 2,000, while mil- 
lions of dollars worth of property was 
destroyed. Besides that, thousands ol 
people have been deprived of the 
means of making a livelihood. The 
situation is appalling, but New Or- 
leans is doing all it can to relieve the 
thousands In want. Dr. Story, coroner 
of Flaquemine parish, has made the 
following report: 


"A good many carloads of provisions 


and clothing have been sent out, but 
not near enough. Men, women and 
children are without food and cloth- 
ing. They have become so desperate 
that they have threatened to attack 
the stores and residences that with- 
stood the effects of the storm and steal 
food. It is a frequent thing to see lit- 
tle 
sufferers 
crying and begging 


piteously for something to eat. 


"Single graves for the dead were im- 


possible. Great trenches we dug and 
bodies were piled in one on top of an- 
other. 
The earth was thrown over 


them and if their names were ascer- 
tained they were cut in rude crosses 
above the graves I do not think I ex- 
agerate the facts when I state that at 
least 3,500 souls were ushered into eter- 
nity by the recent storm in Louisiana. 
This of course includes Bayou Cook 
county, 
Cheniere 
Camanda, Grand 


Isle, etc. I never saw bodies de- 
compose 
so 
rapidly 
as 
those of 


the storm sufferers which were viewed 
by me This was due to the fact that 
the fish and crabs in the bayous eat 
the remains. I believe firmly that the 
marshes and other places are filled 
with human forms. It is impossible to 
get at these, however, as no one is ad- 
venturous enough to explore the 
swamps. There can be no doubt of the 
fact that this is conductive to an epi- 
demic of fever, or even cholera 
If 


one case of the latter disease should 
develop it would spread through the 
country like wildfire, but nothing can 
be done to prevent this." 


The relief party which set out from 


Biloxi tells an awful story of the desti- 
tution and loss of life in the Louisiana 
marshes. The marshes are filled with 
dead and putrefying bodies, in very 
few cases the corpses being recogniza- 
ble. The number of lives lost on those 
marshes will never be known Newly- 
made graves were seen everywhere. 
The only sign of life seen on the 
marsh was one raccoon, and it was 
floating on a log. Hundreds of oyster 
boats and loggers were lost with most 
of their crews, and the few survivors 
tell terrible stories of suffering. Most 
of them were nude when found. 


Capt. Julian Lefort, the leading spirit 


among the burvlvors of the Chenicre 
Camanda, places the number of the 
saved at 800. The population of the 
island and tbe bayous immediately con- 
nected with it was slightly more than 
1,500. He says the island will be aban- 
doned as a habitation of man. Grand 
Isle and Chcndeleur will also be aban- 
doned.

"Except those lawyers, whether they 


be magistrates, barristers, or solicitors 
wioseT duties cause them to be brought 
in constant contact with crime, few 
people know anything of the career of 
a professional witness. 
I may go 


further, and say that few people are 
aware of the existence of men who 
g»in a livelihood by giving evidence in 
the witness-box. Yet-not only do they 
exist, but they derive a substantial in- 
come from their work. 


"I would divide them into two 


classes. The first class consists of ex- 
pert witnesses, whose duty H is to asr 
ftist justice by giving evidence of a 
technical description, which only those 
versed in special technicalities of the 
case can give. The second class con- 
sists of those witnesses whose business 
it is to defeat the ends of justice on 
behalf of anybody who can afford to 
pay them. 


"Of the first ela s there is little to be 


said. As a rule they are men of irre- 
proachable integrity, who have earned 
a well-deserved reputation in their re- 
spective professions or business. Their 
evidence is often codfiicting, but, as a 
rule, it is given in good faith. 


"Medical evidence is, I believe, al- 


ways above suspicion, but where the 
cause in dispute is merely one of dam- 
ages, and expert witnesses have to be 
called to give evidence as to valuation,, 
then tbe professional witness has his, 
chance. If the question relates to the 
value of property his mind is as elastic, 
as that of the auctioneer, while if the 
dispute be over the value of a horse it 
would appear that no two dealers in 
the kingdom hold the same opinion. 


"It has never been my lot to be en- 


gaged in a horse case, but I know one 
dealer who has a regular scale of pay- 
ment for his evidence. I would not 
accuse him of perjury, but the variety 
of his opinions on horseflesh is certain- 
ly remarkable. I have known him to 
value the same horse at two diSerent 
times at two hundred guineas and 
twenty-five pounds. 


"But it is amongst the criminal 


classes that the professional witness 
reaps the richest harvest Of these 
classes I have had large experience 
:both in London and in the provinces, 
and I venture to say that I am the cause 
of many a man being1 at liberty. Yet I 
have never been reprimanded either by 
» judge or a magistrate. Cases where 
the defense is an alibi, and cases of as- 
sault form my chief stock in trade. 


"The defence of an alibi is always 


viewed with suspicion, and therefore 
requires the exercise of considerable 
ingenuity. It must be remembered 
that the first object of the professional 
witness ia not to commit perjury, or 
rather not to say anything which a 
jury would consider perjury. For sthis 
reason it is best to appear as an inde- 
pendent witness and not as a friend of 
the prisoner. 


"So if you swear that you saw a man 


at a certain place at the time when the 
offence was committed, and it is proved 
that he was not at that place, it is 
sufficient to prove that you were at 
that place yourself and so might have 
mistaken somebody else for the pris- 
oner. 


"But the danger of attempting- to 


prove an alibi without success is so 
great in a case of importance that it is 
rarely resorted to. In cases of common 
assault and public-house brawls, where 
the offender is not taken red-handed, 
the professional witness can generally 
throw so much doubt on the matter 
that an acquittal is the result. Still in 
these cases it is best not to depend on 
an alibi for the defence. 


"The independent witness who hap- 


pened to be present at the time, and' 
who states that the prisoner was the 
aggrieved party instead of being the 
aggressor, is the most useful man for 
the defence. The police stand in awe 
of him. How often does a gentleman 
voluntarily come forward to say that 
the police used unnecessary violence! 
He is not a volunteer; he is a profes- 
ional witness, whose fee ranges from a 
five-pound note to a quart of beer. 


"The great drawback to my profes- 


sion is that 1 am constantly obliged to 
change my place of business, else I 
should become more widely known 
than would be convenient. At the out- 
side, I cannot appear before the same 
metropolitan magistrate more than six 
times in a year. 


"I have a permanent address which 


Is known to several people, but most of 
my time is spent in wandering from 
police court to police court, both in 
town and country. I loaf about the 
neighboring public houses, and gener- 
ally hear of some business in which my 
services would be acceptable. I have 
to eifercise great discretion as to whom 
I tender those services, but I do not 
often meet with a rebuff. A prisoner 
i6hot generally scrupulous as to the 
truth of his defence, though sometimes 
he will try to avoid paying for it. I

The Fate of His Venture Gloomily 


Foreshadowed. 


THE DEFEAT OF THE YACHT VALKYRIE 


In the First of the Serin of Five R«cts 


to be Sailed for the America's Cup 


—The American Defender!, 


as Ever, Vigilant. 


KT.V/ YORK, Oct. 8.—The evening sun 


yesterday shone on a victorious Vig- 
ilant and a defeated Valkyrie. Lord 
Dunraveu's racing flag followed that 
of C. O, Iselin across the finish line, 
and the name of Herreschoff is still 
great over the world. The race was 
the first of the series for the possession 
of the America's cup, and the hopes of 
the American yachtsmen, which were 
so low after the fizzle of Thursday, 
yesterday soared as hiph as the Ameri- 
can eagle can fly. The doctrine of 
manifest destiny is evidently a sound 
one, 
and the great trophy, for the 


ninth time being competed for, seems 
to have a new lease of its American ex- 
istence. It is not quite time to sound 
peans of victory, but it is time to get 
the golden trumpets ready 


The Vigilant, the great defender of 


a great nation, went forth in beauty 
and in power, and far beyond the dim 
headlands of the country which gave 
her birth swept with her towering, 
shining sails over seas that seemed to 
lure her to victory. The day was fair 
and the wind light. Thousands went 
out to see the race, and they saw it It 
was not like the dispiriting fiasco of 
Thursday, and while it was not such a 
race as it is hoped to give the liritish 
yacht before she returns, it was still 
race enough to get some sort of line on 
the Valkyrie and enable an intelligent 
yachtsman to go out to see the rest of 
the races with some sort of confidence 
in the result. 


That the boats are, on the whole, 


pretty evenly matched, was apparent 
The Valkyrie is fast, but apparently 
not quite fust enough, for the Vigilant 
l& fastor 
Strange to say, in the race 


of ye^tcrdaj the Vigilant did not do 
better when she was reaching, nearly 
close-hauled, on the wind, than she did 
in running It has, heretofore, been sup- 
posed that the English boat would beat 
the American off the wind, but theo- 
ries did not work well in the race yes- 
terday, though the result was all right. 


If the international yacht race were 


not contested and managed by gentle- 
men of the highest character and most. 
ample wealth, the public, which wit- 
nessed yesterday's race and Thurs- 
day's attempt, at once would say that 
Thursday's performance was the neat- 
est piece of jockeying that was ever 
witnessed. There was hardly any old 
basis on which the unnautical public 
who went "down to the sea in ships" 
could explain the paradoxical exhibi- 
tion afforded by the two contests. In 
every point the showing of the yachts 
yesterday was to the puzzled lands- 
man a fiat contradiction of that made 
Thursday. 
What kind of uncanny 


craft is it that gains before the wind 
Thursday and falls behind under the 
same conditions Saturday, that is left 
far in the rear while tacking in a light 
wind Thursday and walks away from 
her competitor like a witch on that 
tack on Saturday. 
Hod the America's 


cup become the creature of a betting 
ring tl«t can cause the home cham- 
pion to be "pulled** one day and "let 
out" the next, and finally, "Where 
are we at, anyhow9" 


These were a few of the conundrums 


that followed the yacht ra.ee yesterday. 


The last three-quarters of the race, 


and during all of the trip home, there 
was exceedingly great joy throughout 
the universal Yankee nation afloat; but 
in some instances it was a cause of modi- 
fied rapture, as Nanki-Foo would say, 
for the reason that the rejolcer had 
been induced to put a side bet on the 
Valkyrie by the supposed exhibition of 
"public form" given by that deceptive 
water witch on Thursday, and by the 
statement of "the man who knows it 
all" to the effect that ' 'it was Valkyrie 
weather " But as one "Poor Richard" 
on the Republic phrased it, "There is 
nothing more uncertain than a yacht 
race—except another yacht race 


There was not such an extensive 


fleet nor as numerous a crowd out to 
view the first heat of the great race 
yesterday, as went down to view the 
exhibition race on Thursday, but there 
were spectators enough to put the con- 
testants on their mottle, and to furnish 
one of those gorgeous marine pictures 
which any international yacht race or 
an international naval review can af- 
ford 
Nearly all the big excursion 


steamers were out, of course 
There 


was the ubiquitous tug, the graceful 
steam yacht, and even more sailing 
yachts than ventured out in the calm 
of last Thursday. 
Some of the latter 


were under tow, but many depended 
on 
their own canvas for getting 


abreast in the world 
If there would 


have been more wind the race would 
have been perfect. No more beautiful 
day ever shone on the waters, and a 
brighter sun nev^r looked down on a 
more beautiful scene as the stately 
yachts and the great flotilla which ac- 
companied them swept over the thirty 
miles of rolling water which was the 
course and the place of the combat 


Early in the- morning the air was 


heavy with mist, and the winds 
seemed uncertain whether to blow or 
to go to sleep; but by the time the race 
was started the clouds and mists rolled 
away and a wind came gently blowing 
out of the west. The old swell which 
•hod tossed and pitched the boats about 
in Thursday's fiasco was steill rolling 
in from the eastward, but otherwise 
the seas were smooth. 


They started promptly on time, and 


both boats were well handled. The 
Vigilant was the winner by five min- 
utes and forty-eight seconds. At the 
outer marks she was eight minutes and 
six seconds ahead of the Valkyrie. On 
the way to the outer mark th« boats 


•ailed free, either ranntag or on * free 
reach. The wind had hauled so nice 
at the start that when they got around 
the outer mark they had a close roaxjh 
home. They were almost cloee-hanUd 
all the way back. They both stood 
pretty high for the lightship, the Vigi- 
lant especially working: far up to 
windward. 
She evidently expected 


that the wind would haul still more, 
in which case she would have had con- 
siderable advantage of position. The 
wind held as it was, however, until the 
finish, and the Valkyrie made the 
shortest and most direct course back 
to the lightship, and gained a little on 
the Vigilant But it was too little to 
affect the general result. The Valky- 
rie did her best sailing on the way 
home and surprised the American 
yachtsmen by the way she held her 
position, not sagging oft like the Colo- 
nia, but seeming to have a grip on the 
water to keep her in position. 


Both victor and vanquished were 


cheered and saluted at the finish, and 
it seemed hours after the Vigilant had 
passed the lightship before the Valky- 
rie got there. To the people on the 
Valkyrie it must have seemed a year. 
The Vigilant beat the Valkyrie by 
seven minutes and thirty seconds on 
actual time, and by five minutes and 
eighteen seconds on corrected time. 


So was the race sailed and so won, in 


sunshine and in seas that should have 
belonged 
to 
summer 
time. 
The 


friendly foes met on a great arena, 
where often before the destinies of the 
great yachting trophy have been de- 
cided, and fought their battle out be- 
fore the eyes of thousands, and victory 
came, sweet little cherub, and perched 
up aloft on the topmast of the Vigl» 
lant 


The next race will be sailed to mtjr* 


row. It will be over a triangular 
course, beginning and ending at the 
Sunday Hook lightship. The coarse will 
be thirty miles, ten miles for each side 
of the triangle and will be so laid out 
as to give ten miles each of running, 
reaching and windward work. It is to 
be hoped that there will be a good 
breeze that will afford a fair test of 
the yachts. 


YELLOW FEVER IN BRUNSWICK. 


A Gtoomr Outlook, with thft Fever OD the 


Increase. 


BRUNSWICK, Go., Oct 7L — The weather 


is \ariable. The outlook is very gloomy. 
Coses are piling up, and the yellow fe- 
ver is rapidly on the increase. From 
house to house and street to street it 
jumps, throwing entire families into 
sick beds, gradually but surely. As 
each man is stricken another family 
is added to the relief association's list 
of sufferers. 
The scarcity of supplies 


has competed the association to feed 
only women and children 
Whenever 


the man in the family is stricken his 
family necessarily become to all pur- 
poses widows and orphans until the 
man recovers. 
The government is 


compeled to feed them or they will 
starve. The supplies are not here to 
feed all 
On 651 orders 188 rations 


were issued at the commission yester- 
day; fifty-one sick persons were sup- 
plied with stimulants. 


An authority says: "I think the dis- 


ease of yellow fever is very light, but 
am inclined to believe from what Tve 
seen within the last forty-eight hours 
that the epidemic will largely increase 
and the rate of mortality go upward.'* 


Thirty-five new cases of yellow fever 


and one death were officially reported 
here to-day. Five persons were dis- 
charged. The patient who died was 
Eugene Darton, St Simons island.

Thirty-One New Canes.
